WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Con- 
gress soon will be asked to authorize 


another loan of between $3,000,000,- 
000 and $4,000,000,000 to the allies. 

Secretary McAdoo and Chairman

Committee agreed on this today and 
also agreed upon the desirability wf 
raising a larger sum than $2,000.- 
000 for war purposes by taxation. 

Congress probably will be called 
upon at the December session to 
revise the war revenue bill now be- 
fore the Senate, increasing the sum 
to. be obtained through taxation. 


300 SOLDIERS ARRIVE AT 
BELLEVILLE AVIATION FIELD 


Most of Them Are Mechanics, Who 
Will Keep Planes Tuned Up; 500 


Men Now at the Camp. 

A detachment of 300 members of 
the regulad army, assigned to the 
Belleville Aviation Fied, reached 
Belleville yesterday under command 
of Majors Hund and _  Rheinhardt. 
They came from a Southern training 
camp. 

Most of the men are mechanics, 
‘who will care for the 72 airplanes 
to be used at the field. Several are 
accedited aviators who will test the 
machines before they are turned over 
to the students. 

Including the company of Illinois 
National Guard on police duty, there 
now are nearly 500 men in uniform 
at the camp. It was earned unoffi- 
clally yesterday the camp would be a 
permanent training station.

Sixth Ward Needs Only Nine to 
Fill Quota Without Supple- 
mentary Summons. 


RE-EXAMINATION PLANS 


Less Rigid Standard for Rejected 
Men ‘Called Back; Auguste 
Chouteau Accepted. 


Draft boards in the Thirteenth. 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Twenty- 
first, Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sev- 
enth Wards were examining men to- 
day for the national army. 

The Seventh Ward issued a sec- 
ond supplementary call for the 100 
men whose order-of-call numbers 
are 419 to 518, inclusive. 

Re-examinations of men rejected 
on the (first examination were 
scheduled today in the First, Second, 
Third, Fifth, Sixth and Twenty-third 
‘Wards. The re-examining is done by 
another physician than the one who 
made the original examination, this 
being required by Government rules. 
These re-examinations, with a less 
rigid standard as to weight, eye- 
sight and condition of feet, are net- 
ting a number of new acceptances. 
The men thus accepted have the 
privilege of claiming exemption for 
dependents oor on occupational 
grounds. 

The Sixth Ward this morning 
needed only nine men to fill its 
quota, and the board hoped to get 
these on re-examination, without is- 
suing a supplementary call. 

Supplementary calls are in pros- 
pect in the Eighth and Twenty- 
fourth wards. In several other 
wards the matter of a new call is 
being deferred until it is learned 
how many exemption claims are 
likely to be denied. The boards in 
the Sixth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth wards are con- 
sidering exemption ciaims today.

Settlement Reached Following 
Negotiati With Master 
Builders’ Committee. 


25-CENT PAY INCREASE 


Walkout, In Its Fourth Week, 
Hampered Building and 
Threatened to Make More 

Men Idle. 


The strike of teamsters of th» 
Union Sand and Material Co., now 
in its fourth week, which has cause] 


an embargo on sand and other build- 
ing materials, and which has nearly 
brought building operations in St. 
Louis to a standstill, will end to- 
rcorrow, according to announcements 
made today by the company and by 
labor union officials. 
The agreement followed negotia- 
tions carried on yesterday by a com- 
mittee representing the Master 
Builders’ Association. Phil Lehr of 
the Kellermann Contracting Covo., 
chairman of the committee, called on 
H. L.: Block, president of the san. 
company, and then on the officia.s 
cof the Building Trades Council, whu 
have represented the teamsters. 
Following these conferences, the 
striking. teamsters met last evening 
and voted to accept increases in pay 
averaging about 25 cents a day. The 
new pay scale will range from $15 
a week for drivers of one-horse wag- 
ons to $18 for three-horse drivers, 
with $20 for “tug” drivers. The men 
took this action on the advice of 
Fresident Lammert and Secretary 
Cassidy of the Building Trades 
Council. 
Block said to a Post-Dispatch r>- 
porter today that the teamsters 
would return to work tomorrow. He 
would not say that the men had 
gained anything by striking, as be 
insisted that the company had been 
ready to add 25 cents a day to their 
pay before they went out. He woulid 
not talk of the company’s policy in 
enforcing an embargo on sand unu 
materials, saying that this was “‘wa- 
tex which has gone over the dam.”

CAMPS MAY CLOSE 
DOWNTOWN BARS 


Many Saloons Within Half-Mile 
Limit of Troops Quartered 
in City. 


QUESTION IF IT APPLIES 


Soldiers Are at Municipal Lodging 
House, Coliseum, 1201 South 
‘Grand and 5248 Oakland. 


Assistant’ United States District 
Attorney White is expecting an order 
today from the War Department it 
Washington which may prevent the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in all 
saloons within one-half mile of the 
army camps at the Coliseum, Jeffer- 
son and Washington avenues; Mu- 
nicipal Lodging House, Twelfth 
street and Clark avenue; Armery, 
Grand and Manchester avenues; 
headquarters of A Battery at 12601 
South Grand avenwve, and Cavalry 
Troop B armory at 5248 Oakland 
avenue. ; 

Should the ruling of the War De- 
partment be that these places, where 
battalions of the Fifth Regimént and 
the First Artillery are temporarily 
encamped, are official army camps, 
within the meaning of the Presi- 
dent’s recent proclamation prohibit- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors 
within one-half mile of such camps, 
several hundred saloons will be cont- 
pelled to suspend the sale of liquors 
as long as the soldiers are quartered 
in the camps. The order suspending 
the sale of intoxicating liquors would 
not necessarily close the saloons, as 
soft edirinks could be sold over the 
bars. 

If the War Department rules that 
the saloons must suspend the sale 
of. drinks, the bars in all principal 
hotels in St. Louis, with the excep- 
tion of the Planters, will have to lim- 
it their business to the sale of soft 
drinks. The Jefferson, Majestic, 
Maryland, American and Annex Ho- 
tels are all within the half-mile 
zone. The principal cafes would also 
be similarly affected. 

A half-mile dry zone around the 
Municipal Lodging House camp 
would extend on Twelfth street as 
far north as Morgan street, as far 
south on:Twelfth street as Chouteau 
avenue; as far-east on Elm street as 
Fourth street, and as far west as 
Union Station. 

A Coliseum zone would exter ‘] 
north of Jefferson avenue to O’Fal- 
lon street, south to Adams street ani 
west on Washington avenue to Car- 
dinal avenue, and east to Highteenth 
street. 

The armory and Battery A zones 
overlap and would make Grand 
avenue dry from Washington ave- 
nue to Lafayette avenue, a distance 
of nearly two miles. The dry zone 
would also extend west of the two 
points to Vandeventer avenue, and 
east to Cardinal avenue. 

The north half of the Oakland 
avenue zone takes in a part of For- 
est Park and includes Forest Park 
Highlands. The south end of the 
zone would extend to a point near 
the Frisco Railroad, the eastern 
point to Oakland avenue and Laura 
avenue, and the western part to a 
point where the Clayton road inter- 
sects with Oakland avenue.

SPAIN UNDER MARTIAL LAW

Disturbances Stopped by Military 
Forces; Newspapers Affected 
by Unrest.

sas City last Friday night with the 
expectation of operating the street 
cars, after the walkout of carmen 
there, arrived at Union Station this 
morning, showing the effects of their 
rough experience.

Schwartz and three other men had 
been in a fight. Schwartz told Simon 
that he was afraid to leave the 
place because he had reason to be- 
lieve that the other men were wait- 
ing outside for him.

FLAG FACTORY OPERATED ON 
U, S, FLOTILLA TENDER SHIP 


Chief Work Is to Keep Thousands of 

Emblems in Repair, Although — 
Some New Ones Are Made,

BASE AMERICAN FLOTILLAS 
IN BRITISH WATERS, July 20.— 
Keeping several thousand flags in 
repair is one of the most interesting 
of the numerous duties of the tender 
or mother ship to the flotillas heré. 
The work is in charge of the chief 
quartermaster, who corresponds to 
a ‘master flagmaker in one of the 
American navy yards where flags 
of all kinds are made. He has a 
staff of assistants and a large su}- 
ply of bunting, brought along from 
the New York navy yard’s flag fac- 
tory. The workroom is the chari- 
house under the bridge. 

Some flags are made here, Three

command of the station for a brief 
period during the absence of the 
British Admiral.

HOW CUT CABLE WAS PATCHED 
BY FANNING ISLAND STAFF 


K.nds, Widely Separated by Men on 
German Cruiser, Were Brought 
Together and Mended. 
LONDON, Aug. 14.—How the ca- 
ble staff at Fanning Island patched 
up the cable which was cut by the 
men of the German cruiser Nurn- 
Lerg is told in the “Zodiac,” the or- 
gan of the Eastern and Associated 
Telegraph Co., which says: 
“The resources of a coral island in 
the Pacific are naturally slight, and 
the Germans had thought to clinch 
the matter by towing the seve-ed 
ends of the cable far apart. Rut 
they reckoned without their hosts. 
Hugh Greig, a member of the Fan- 
ring Island staff, although entiraly 
lacking experience in handling or re- 
rauiring cables, undertook the tempo- 
rary repair of the Fanning-Suva ca- 
ble. As there was no grappel, he 
used an ordinary pickax. By this 
neans and also by diving and work- 
ing under the sea to secure the cabice 
ends with ropes, he managed to raise 
them to the surface. But they were 
still far apart, there was no possi- 
bility of bringing them together ahd 
no spare cable was available, to fill 
the gap. 
“He improvised rafts made with 
planks and ordinary barrels and, 
with the cable ends securely fastened 
to these, made a connection between 
them with ordinary covered wire. it 
wate across these rafts that Fanning 
spoke again to Suva transmitting the 
urgently awaited information of her 
requirements for complete repair.”

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SAVING GASOLINE. 
Autoists who disregard the Federal warning 
to be economical in the use of gasoline will have 
no one but themselves to blame if, in a few 
months from now, they should be made to feoi 
the inconvenience of Government fuel regula- 
tion. 
The army will need gasoline and lots of it. 
There is enough to go round unless there should 
be waste and useless expenditure o7 the available 
supply. But, as Director Manning of the Bureau 
of Mines points out, unless individuals are wi.i- 
Ing to make small sacrifices, drastic action which 
may curtail the use of all pleasure motors will 
have to be taken. 
The sacrifices suggested do not necessarily 
mean that one must keep his car in the garage 
except for errands of necessity. They do mear, 
however, that long jaunts should not be taken 
where shorter ones will do and that it is poor 
economy to run the auto for every insignificant 
errand. 
It is not a question of whether the individual 
can afford to spend his money for gasoline but 
of whether he ought to burn up fuel that the 
country needs and that cannot be replaced. Every 
motorist who can save a pint or a quart or a 
gallon a day will be rendering a patriotic service 
to the country and one from which he himself 
will derive definite benefit. 


THE A ABLE DECISION. 
A few American newspapers and periodicals are 
voicing doubts of the possibility of a military de- 
cision in the war.

CONTEMPTIBLE CRITICISM. 

An editorial in an afternoon contemporary Ccuon- 
tains a brilliant example of how a half-truth 
can be made to appear a whole truth that might 
be convincing to people who think loosely. 

Following its customary policy of standing with 
the forces of obstruction and delay which ovve 
sought to hamper every vigorous action the 
country has undertaken toward ths war, it takes 
an extract from .Food Commissioner Hoover's 
first public statement and, divorcing it from its 
context, seeks to make capital of it. 

Mr. Hoover had pointed out the necessity of 
co-operation .in food supplies with our allies. 
He had shown that by careful handling so as to 
minimize waste and eliminate cut-throat contpe- 
tition there would be enough of the necessaries 
to go round. In‘addition he called attention to 
the fact that because of restricted shipping, due 
to the submarine and other causes, it would bls 
possible to send abroad only concentrated fonds, 
wheat, grain, beef, pork and dairy products. He 
advised his fellow-countrymen to be as sparing 
in their own use of these commodities as possi- 
ble, replacing them as faras practicable with sat- 
isfactory perishables that cannot be sent abroad. 

Nothing could be fairer or of bet‘er practical, 
common sense than this. It is the kind of ex- 
pression one would expect from a man of suff- 
cient inteligence to direct the food distribution 
of a great nation in a war crisis. Our contem- 
porary does not hesitate, however, to quibble in 
the premises. 

It finds in the argument a clear intimation that 
Mr. Hoover has already begun discriminating 
against America and in favor of Great Britain. 
It distorts his advice to mean that we are to 
be content with poor substitutes while-we send 
our best food abroad, where “ a large amount wil) 
filter through neutrals to Germany.” It tries, in 
short, to make Hoover's statement mean expressly 
what it did not mean and what nobody with 
the intellectual] skill to follow simple reasoning 
through to a logical conclusion could ever imag- 
ine it to mean. 

Comment of this sort at this particular time 
is contemptible. It is not prompted by loyalty. 
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In a statement issued from the White House 
extortionate coal magnates are stigmatized as 
“slackers,’ which not only is an accurate term 
but presumably affords a clue as to where our 
well-known grade of slack coal comes from. 
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CYANIDE AND WORLD FINANCE. 
International movements of gold, a matter of 
interest under peace conditions but of magnified 
trade importance under war conditions, contin- | 
ued highly satisfactory to us during the fiscal 
year ending July 1. 

We imported $977,176,000 worth of gold and 
exported $291,921,000 worth. The inflow and 
outflow left an apparent balance of $685,255,000 
to be added to our previous large stock of gold. 
In addition our domestic mines produced $92,- 
316,400 worth of new gold. 

The so-called mystery of gold exports to Japan, 
amounting to $73,665,412 up to May 1, with some- 
thing to be added for the remaining two months 
of the fiscal year, is shown to be no mystery at 
all by the publication of the trade figures for 
the twelvemonth. We are Japan’s best customer, 
taking about a third of all her exports, and she is 
getting our gold simply because in her dealings 
with us she had a trade balance in her favor of 
$72,064,963 during 10 months of the year up 
to May 1 and of $839,929,460 during the 20 months 
prior to May 1 

What changes in gold movements may be ex- 
pected during the first year of our participation 
in the war? Three factors that will affect them 
are the embargo on foodstuffs to neutral coun- 
tries, our enormous loans to the allies and a 
threatened decrease in the production of the 
gold mines of the world. 

The ‘cheap cyanide extraction process, render- 
ing it profitable to mine very lean ores, explains 
the large increase in the output of gold mines in 


nida cut off, the cost of cyanide reduction is said 
to have increased 500 per cent. Ways of decreas- 
ing the price of cyanide of potassium, accordingly 
becomes a problem of vast concern to world 
finance at a time when world finance is subjected 
to the greatest strain in history.

There is such a thing as fixing the attention 
so steadily on the distant event that we fail to 
see what is going on right under our noses, so to 
speak, and there was reason to fear that we were 
getting that way, but the flagpole has reassyred 
us. It showed that while we are not unmindful 
of world events we are still capable of appre- 


clating the significance of a new flagpole on our 
courthouse and are not heedless of the civic 
progress for which it stands. 

The progress of the pole from ite pronv post- 
tion in the courthouse rotunda to its proud place 
atop the dome was faithfully chronicled and all 
the details about how long it was and how heavy 
it was were recorded and when the paper came 
out and said the job was finished we all turned 
our attention again to the big world with serene 
confidence that when it comés tirre to paint the 
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flagpole —there will be enough local pride to see | 
the job well Gone. .

Kelly has never been able to win 
a race in less than 15 flat; but when 
curried. by Simpson he has mede 
faster time. Simpson’s long legs con- 
stitute his greatest asset in hurdling.

State Department Makes Public 


_ Message Sent Through Gerard 


‘ATIITUDE ON BELGIUM 


German Emperor Wrote That 


_ Neutrality Had to Be Violated 
on Strategical Grounds.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The 
German Emperor's telegram to 
President Wilson, given to Ambas- 
sador Gerard in the Emperor's own 
handwriting, has been made public 
officially by the State Department 
forthe first time. It follows: 


“Berlin, via Copenhagen (dated 
Aug. 14, 1914; received Aug. 15, 7:30 
Dp. m.) 

“Secretary of State, Washington, 
Aug. 14, 3 p. m. 

“The following was communicat- 
ed personally to me by the Emperor 
in writing: 

“Private and confidential. 

“For. the President personally. 

“1. The Royal Highness Prince 
Henry was received by His Majesty 
King George V in London, who em- 
powered him to transmit to me ver- 
bally that England would remain 
neutral if war broke out on the con- 
tinent involving Germany an 
France, Austria and Russia. Thi: 
message was telegraphed to me by 
my brother from London after his 
conversation with His Majesty the 
- King, and repeated verbally on the 
29th of July. 

“*2. My Ambassador in London 
transmitted a message from Sir Ed- 
ward Grey to Berlin saying that 
‘only in case France was likely to be 
erushed England would interfere. 

Ambassador’s Report. 

“3. On the 30th my Ambassador 
in London reported that Sir Edward 
Grey, in the course of a private (sic) 
conversation, told him that if the 
conflict remained localized between 
Russia—not Servia—and Austria, 
England would not move, but if we 
mixed in the fray she would take 
quick decisions and grave maneu 
vers; in other words, if I left my ally. 
Austria, in the lurch to fight alone, 
England would not touch me. 

“4. This communication being dl- 
rectly counter to the King’s mes- 
Sage to me I telegraphed to his 
majesty on the twenty-ninth or tlk.ir- 
tieth thanking him for kind messare 
through my brother and begging him 
to use all his power to keep France 
and Russia, his allies, from makir.z 
any warlike preparations calculated 
to disturb my work on mediation. 
Stating that I was in constant com- 
munication with his majesty, the 
Czar. In the evening the King kindly 
answered that he had ordered his 
Government to use every possible in- 
fluence with his allies to repudia:2 
taking any provocative military 
measures. At the same time, lis 
majesty asked me, I should transmit 
to Vienna the British proposal that 
Austria was to take Belgrade anil a 
few other Servian towns and strip 
of country as a main mise (sic) to 
make sure that the Servian promises 
on paper should be fulfilled in re- 
ality. This proposal] was in the sume 
moment telegraphed to me from Vi- 
enna for London quite in conjunctioa 
with the British proposal; besides I 
had telegraphed to his majesty, the 
Czar, the same as an idea of mine 
Bbefore”] received the two commu.-i- 
cations from Vienna and London. As 
both were of the same opinion I im- 
mediately transmitted the télegranis 
vice versa to Vienna and Lonjon. 
I felt that I was able to tide the 
question over and was happy at the 
peaceful outlook. 

Czar’s Order to Mobilize. 
While I was preparing a note 
the next 
morning to inform him that Vienna, 
London and Berlin were agreed 
about the treatment of affairs, I re- 
ceived the telephone message fron: 
his excellency the Chancellor that in 
the night before the Czar had given 
the order to mobilize the whole wf 
the Russian army, which was, of 
course, also meant against Germany’ 
whereas, up till then the southern 
arinies had been mobilized against 
Austria. | 

“6. In a telegram from London 
my Ambassador informed me he pn- 
derstood the British Government 
would guarantee neutrality of France 
and wished to know whether Ger- 
many would refrain from attack. I 
telegraphed to his majesty the King 
personally that mobilization being 
already carried out, could not be 
stopped, but if his majesty coulc 
fuarantee with his armed forces the 
neutrality of France I would refrain 
from attacking her, leave her alone 
and employ my forces elsewhere. 
His majesty answered that he 
thought my offef was based on &

NEGROES IN FIELD 
SHUN MURDER SCENE 


SHREVEPORT, La. Aug. 14.—The 
discovery of Irene Moore’s murcered 
body in a cotton field on Douglas Islund 
has demoralized field hands of W. C. 
Agurs, the owner, not one of whem can 
be induced to go anywhere nwar the 
field after early dusk. The murder was 
discovered three weeks ago and three 
negroes are in the parish jail charged 
with its commission. The girl's body 
was buried wher it was found and now 
there isn’t enough money in all the 
banks of Shreveport to induce the negro 
workers to linger within half 2 mile of 
the grave after sundown. About an hour 
before sundown they stop work, ap- 
parently by common consent, and cesu- 
ally disappear in the general direction 
of their cabins. One negro, whose cabin 
was too near the scene of the murder 
for his peace of mind, moved the sec«nd 
day after the crime was discovered. 
Hopirg that the fcree of example 
might be of some value in disriparing 
groundless fears, Argus called hit hards 
abcut him as near to the grave as he 
could persuade them to go and ther: 
went on alone, walked around the mound 
and sat down under a tree, three feet 
away, and smoke a cigarette. The ne- 
groes’ eyes bulged in expectation of see- 
ing something happen, but though they 
saw nothing unusual, the experiement 
did no good. The negroes walk two miles 
out of their way to avoid following the 
direct route past the grave to the plan- 
tation when they are until after dazk |-~ 
getting home from a visit to Shreveport. 


SIX BARGES OF COAL FROM
